plans are to vest administrative power 
in the state industrial commission. 
Dry forces, it is said, expect wet 
leaders to fight the measure, but they 
foresee that by outlining the burden- 
lifting feature» of the bill the tax­ 
payers might he made to regard it 
favorably, 
Under Ohio laws it is

suits for damages may be filed against 
haloonk* c\ er.-», and awards have been 
made in clear cases. 
The suits for 
damages are neither numerous nor 
haw* the damages as a rule been ex­ 
cessive.

(Continued from First Page.» 
now In use there, but this would mean 
later the construction of additional 
storm w ater carriers, and the former 
plan, while entailing a g reater initial 
expense, is considered the better when 
all things are considered. It is thought 
that early in the new year council will 
provide for a bond issue of sufficient 
amount to cover all necessary work, 
and thus dispose once for all of the 
sewer trouble which has existed for 
years past, and cost the city thousands 
of dollars through dam age actions. 
Engineers state th a t th e present 
combination sew er in the northeast 
section of the city will be adequate 
to carry the storm w ater for a time, 
but that later it will probably 
be 


necessary to construct th e great trunk 
line sew er which w as planned some 
two y ears ago, extending! from the 
county ditch up Broadw ay and thence 
in a northerly and easterly direction, 
along the valley of G ehenna and the 
depression near E v an s street, to a 
l>oint near Centennial park. 
Branch 
lines would then carry storm water 
across McKinley avenue to this trunk 
line 
F o r the present, how ever, the Haw­ 
ley 
and McKinley 
avenue 
sanitary 
sew ers will complete th e separation 
and carry all sanitary sew age to the 
disposal plant northw est of the city, 
which has been m ade large enough, 
it is believed, to dispose of the entire 
flow for years.

-Officials of the 
United Mine Workers spent part of 
yesterday in Columbus, considering 
the proposition of recommending to 11 
strikers in Belmont, Jefferson and Han I, 
rison counties to accept the contract 
offered by the mine operators. 
It was admitted early last evening 
j by some of the ruin* rs’ officials that 
efforts to end the strike were under 
way, hut it also was said that no 
decision had been reached 
l^ate in the evening President John 
Moore, of the United Mine Workers 
of Ohio, denied that the miners were 
considering a recommi ndation to ae 
eept the operators’ terms 
In Columbus it was reported yes­ 
terday the miners' officials were urg­ 
ing the strike be settled in the next 
48 hours and wen 
doing ail they 
could to bring about a contract. 
W hen asked if these reports from 
Columbus had reached them, oper­ 
ators said they had heard there was 
a meeting, but had not heard that, j 
an agreement to accept their t ‘ rras i 
had been reathed. They said also they 
could not understand what was meant 
by operators’ terms as their offers 
had been withdrawn at the close of 
the conference here a week ago. 
At 
that time they offered 44.61 cents a 
ton for mine-run mining or 58 cents 
a ton for lump coal and 22 cents a 
ton for fine coal. 
Following the meeting of miners 
officials in Columbus, President Moore 
said that the miners would not be 
benefited by having the mines opened 
on a co-operative basis, as it was ru­ 
mored the miners have asked oper­ 
ators to do.
